New Delhi-11, the 25 th April 1964 
RULES 

No . 3/5/63 -PJ.il , — The Rules for a limited competitive 
examination to be held by the Union Public Service Com- 
mission in August, 1964, for inclusion in the panel for the 
Section Officers’ Grade in the Intelligence Bureau are published 
for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 
II to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. A person shall be eligible to be admitted to the exami- 
nation if he is a regularly appointed Assistant or Stenographer 
in the scale of pay of Rs. 210—530, on the 25th April 1964, 
in the Intelligence Bureau at Headquarters or a Subsidiary 
Intelligence Bureau or any other outstation office of the 
Intelligence Bureau, including a Central Forensic Institute or 
an office of the Government Examiner of Questioned Docu- 
ments, and would have put in continqpus service of not less 
than five years, on 1st July 1964, in any one, or, as the case 
may be, more than one, of the following posts in or under 
the Intelligence Bureau : — 

(i) Assistant; 

(ii) Stenographer on the scale of pay of Rs. 210 — 530; 

(lii) In any other post, the minim um and maximum of 

the scale of which are not less than rupees 210 and 
rupees 530 respectively. 

Note. — An Assistant/Stenographer who is on deputation 
to an ex-cadre post (on equivalent scale or higher scale) with 
the approval of the competent authority will be eligible to be 
admitted to the examination, if otherwise eligible. 


4. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

5. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Commission. 

6. Candidates must pay the fees prescribed in Appendix I. 
No claim for a refund of the fees will be entertained except 
to the extent stated in that Appendix, nor can the fees be 
held in reserve for any other examination or selection. 

7. No recommendation except those required in the appli- 
cation form will be taken into consideration. Any attempt on 
the part of a candidate to obtain support for this candidature 
by any means may disqualify him for admission. 

8. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Com- 
mission guilty of impersonation or of submitting fabricated 
documents or documents which have been tampered with or 
are incorrect or false or of suppressing material information 
or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper 
means for obtaining admission to the examination or of using 
or attempting to use unfair means in the examination hall or 
of misbehaviour in the examination hall may, in addition to 
criminal prosecution to which he may render himself liable, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified period 
by the Commission, from admission to any examina- 
tion or appearance at any interview held by the 
Commission for selection of candidates, and 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate 
rules. 

9. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by 
the Commission in the order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks finally awarded to each candidate, and in 
that order so many candidates up to the number of persons 
that may be decided for inclusion in the panel for the Section 
Officers’ Grade in the Intelligence Bureau, as are found by 
the Commission in their discretion to be qualified by the 
examination and are considered by Government or the appoint- 
ing authority, as the case may be, to be suitable in all other 
respects, shall be included in the panel for the Section Officers’ 
Grade in the Intelligence Bureau. 

Note 1. — Success in the examination confers no right for 
inclusion in the panel unless Government are satisfied that 
the candidate is suitable in all respects for the same. 

Note 2. — The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall be 
decided by the Commission in their discretion. 

10. A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing in it, resigns his appointment 
in the Intelligence Bureau or otherwise quits the Service or 
severs his connection with it, will not be eligible for 
appointment on the results of this examination.

If, however, a candi- 
date is not admitted to the examination by the Commission, 
a refund of Rs. 22.50 nP, (Rs. 5.62 nP. in the case of can- 
didates belonging to Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes) 
will be made to him.
